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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not teach or disclose an electronic package comprising a dielectric 
substrate including a plurality of terminals disposed thereon, an air core coil including a wire bent 
into a plurality of sequential loops, wherein adjustabe space extends between each sequential loop 
and placement means for placing and tuning of the air core coil, the placement means including a 
first surface of a material connected to the air core coil and a pick-and-place machine with a vacuum 
head for attachment to a second surface of the material, wherein the material is adapted to adjust a 
position of the plurality of sequential loops of the air core coil for tuning the air core coil, after the 
air core coil is attached to the dielectric substrate.
